3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims 
are allowable over the closest prior art of record, Drahos et al. (US 6,569,425) and 
Bessette et al. (US 2004/0192551), because Drahos and Bessette require the presence 
of ingredients such as biofungicides and herbicides, respectively, in the compositions 
and therefore do not "consist of the instantly claimed ingredients.
